So in righteouſriefs as fromthe Lord, is this day broughe 
upon you, 2nd alſo im love toyour ſouls, and fo ir ſhal'prove 
unto you, ifyewill now turn unto the Lord with-all your 
ſitgrin; Uitrarl{fe out ſelves under his mighty hand.

a But Friends, you that come this' to witneſs , you muſt 
minde the free grace.of God that bringeth ſalvation, which 
to all men hath appeareds 'yea;ye miſt own. and recerve it 
in its pure Teachings; and wair in the virtue of it, tore. 
ceive Power to deny and forfake the ungodlineſs and 
World)y laſts, (which it will make manifeſt unto you) char 
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you have been addifted unto; 3nd you muſt wait tofeel ic 
drawing you into godlineſs , righteouſneſs, and ſoberneſs, 
and into patience and contentedneſs with the will of God, 
which is a precious thing.

Now I know ſome of you have formerly found the Lords 
leadings, and teachings, in ſome meaſure, in rhe day when 
he drew you out of Epifcopacy ( ſo called} and raifed up a 
zealc in you againſt the Lording ſpirit in the Biſhops, and 
apgaink.che dark way of their imaginary worſhip, and if you 
had. kept Low in the pure feare ofthe Lord, | know he 
would have furtherappeared unto you. But here was the 
loſs of many of thoſe that the Lord had appeared unto, 
(Mark,) they did not abide in his tender fear, neither did 
they continue waiting upon him ( for teaching) in the 
meaſure of his life, in which he had appeared unto them, 
but many of thenrgoing from his witneſs in chemſel ves, 
they ſoon began to imagin another forme of worſhip which 
is called Presbitry, and many face down and ſertled in thar, 
and did not mind the leadings of the life whieh had ap- 
peared, and in ſome meaſure quickened them, and ſo 
much deadneſs and barreneſs.came upon ſuch as would noc 
be ſubje& tothe drawings of the pure life of God. _ 

| | thoſe 
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thoſe that kept cheiri nte 0 in any meaſure,and waited 
the Lord, his pure life opened things further unto 
them, as they wereableto bearz and they were drawn a 
lictle further, and a fine freſhneſs and tenderneſs and love 
appeared inchem for a time.Bur fo ſcon as they had ſettled 
them(ſclves in another forme, which is called]ndependancy, 
then many of them were nor willing co foliow the leadings 
of thelife, any further then the articles which chey had 
drawn up, and agreed upon, would admit of, whereby the 
freſhneſs that had appeared in ſome of them, began to 
wither. But ſome who ſtill defired to go on, according ro 
the teadings of the life, the life opened things further unto 
them, and they left the other ; bur they not continuing in 
the true waiting uponthe Lord to be led by him, ſeveral 
of them alſo ran into another forme, called anAnabaptiſm, 
wherein many began to ſettle. But ſome of them I do be- 
lieve took up that, far more ſimply than others, for the 
being preſſed outwardly to it by their Teachers, and alſo 
finding in the Scriptures, that the Saints: of old praized 
ſach things, they letting in reaſonings, and not waiting n 
the pure hife that had ſtirred inthem,to be led by chat in all 
things, their eye became vailed whereby they could ſee no 
furcher, bur looked upon that to be their duty,to wit,to go 
intothe water,and ſodurſt not omit it. But the pure life 
which had vitited them ſprang up afreſh, and wrought 
mightily in fome of them, and ſhewed them che emptineſs 
of the water outward; andlet them ſee, that it is the bap- 
ciſm inward { with the holy ſpirit and with ficey*which 
ſaves, and brings to the anſwer of a good conſcience. And 
that no forme is to be minded any further then the power is 
fele to lead into it, or than the preſence of the Lord is wit» 
nefſed in .it. And thus the Lord by his pure life hath 
gathered Thouſands out of the formes before mentioned, & 
Ido believe that hewillyet daily garher moreand more 
into the-power which is endlefſe,
